Mto  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen 5, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  rny  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  arid 
Sanitary  Services  for  the  Borough  of  Falmouth  for  the  year  1971o 

The  estimated  mid=year  population  shows  8.n  increase  of  6OO  over 
last  yeara  Tiiis  figure  is  accounted  for  by  new  residents  in  the  town 
as  the  number  of  live  births  is  exceeded  by  the  number  of  deaths  by  I60 
There  are  no  significant  changes  in  the  mortality  rates  over  last  yeara 
The  changes  that  do  appear  can  be  acco'unted  for  by  the  small  difference 
in  the  niombers  concernedo 

With  regard  to  causes  of  death,  there  appears  to  be  a decrease  in 
the  number  dying  from  Ischaemic  heart  disease  as  compared  lA/lth  last  year® 

Although  the  nimber  of  cases  of  measles  has  decreased  compared  with 
1970?  it  is  too  early  to  claim  any  benefit  from  measles  imra.unisation  yet; 
it  is  more  likely  that  this  decrease  is  due  to  the  usual  alternate  year 
incidence  of  measles o 

With  regard  to  other  infectious  disease  I am  happy  to  report  that 
no  outbreaks  of  any  diseases  occurred,  although  Falmouth  in  common  with 
other  areas  had  num,erous  cases  of  undiagn.osed  gastro=»enteritis  of  short 
duration®  Wliat  little  epidemiological  evidence  there  is  suggests  this 
is  possibly  a viral  disease  and  because  of  its  widespread  and  explosive 
nature  is  probably  transmitted  as  an,  air-^borne  infectioru 

Except  where  specifically  stated  the  figtires  in  the  body  of  the 
report  covering  the  personal  services  an.d  immimisation  are  those  for  the 
whole  of  the  Health  Area  Number  3o

lo  Provision  for  Mothers  and  Young  Children  (Seco  22) 

Child  Welfare  Clinics  - Falmouth. 

The  riirmher  attending  the  Falmouth  Clinic  was  3f57^o  The  number  of  sessions 
was  49?  thus  the  average  attendance  per  session  was  73  as  compared  with 
83  in  197O0 

Dental  (includes  Penryn) 

Dental  treatment  was  given  to  expectant  mothers  and  children  residing 
in  the  Boroughs  of  Falmouth  and  Penryn  during  1971o 

Ante—Natal 

Ante-Natal  Clinics  were  held  at  General  Practitioners’  Surgeries  during 
197^  and  this  scheme  continues  to  work  very  successfully  to  the  advantage 
of  patients  and  nursing  staff  alike* 

Family  Planning 

Family  Planning  still  continues  and  Clinics  are  held  weekly  at  the  Infant 
Welfare  Centre* 

Mothercraft  aD.d  Relaxation  Classes 

Eight  courses  of  six  lectures  each  were  given  by  County  Nurse/kidwives 
during  the  year*

24  and.  25?  are  for  both  Penryn  and  Falmouth  Boroughs* 

II e Midwifery  Services  (See*  23) 

Sixty  home  deliveries  were  undertaken  during  197^  compared  with  seventy-four 
during  1970«  -^ue  to  the  policy  of  sending  first  confinements  to  hospital^ 
the  number  of  home  deliveries  continue  to  show  a decrease  but  the  actual 
visits  to  midwifery  patients  is  balanced  by  early  discharge  from  maternity 
units*  Medical  aid  was  required  in  13  cases  of  these  hom,e  deliveries* 
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IIIo  Health  Visitors  (Seco  24) 

Health  Visitors  in  the  Boroughs  of  Penrjn  and  Falmouth  made  8,173 
visits  to  young  children  compared  with  79862  last  year;  and  19  37"! 
to  old  people  compared  with  1,352  in  1970° 

Because  of  the  shortage  of  residential  accommodation  on  a long  term 
basis  for  the  elderly,  great  importance  must  be  attached  to  the 
domiciliary  care  of  the  elderlyo  Home  Helps  an,d  Home  Aids,  Home 
Nursing,  Chiropody  and  the  Meals  Service  are  of  vital  importance  in 
the  successful  domiciliary  care  of  the  elderly  in  the  cornmunityo 
Much  support  has  again  been  given  by  the  voluntary  agency  of  the 
Local  Old  Peoples’  Welfare  Committee  in  meeting  the  needs  of  the 
elderlyo  Eighty-eight  talks  and  demonstrations  on  matters  of  Health 
and  Hygiene  were  imdertaken  by  the  Health  Visitors  during  the  yearo 

I Vo  Home  Nursing  (Seco  25) 

23 ,9'! 8 visits  were  made  by  the  Home  Nurses  to  779  general  nursing 
cases  during  1971 o These  figures  represent  a considerable  rise  over 
those  for  last  yearo  Many  of  these  general  nursing  cases  require 
injections  apart  from  general  nursing  careo

Mfo  Mayor 9 Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

In  presenting  my  report  for  197 "I  is  with  regret  that  I have  to 
record  that  no  progress  has  been  made  on  the  only  two  clearance  areas 
remaining  from  the  previous  programme,  there  being  two  families  to 
rehouse  in  each  of  the  two  areas,  meantime  the  properties  continue  to 
deteriorate  and  it  has  been  necessary  to  require  the  owners  of  the 
properties  in  one  of  the  areas^  to  carry  out  maintenance  work  to 
prevent  danger  to  passers^byo 

Fortunately  some  little  progress  has  been  made  towards  finding  a 
new  refuse  tipping  area  as  the  present  tip  is  fast  approaching  the  end 
of  its  life  as  a tip®  A site  in  a neighbouring  authority’s  area  is 
likely  to  be  available  before  the  present  tip  is  finally  filledo 

The  scheme  to  change  all  plastic-coated  refuse  sack  holders  for 
galvanised  holders  was  com.pleted  during  the  year  having  taken  some  l8 
months o It  entailed  the  removal  of  the  unit  from  the  concrete  stand 
and  the  ’’collar’^  and  lid  were  returned  to  the  manufacturers  for 
galvanising*  In  fact  most  of  the  lids  vjere  too  rusty  to  galvanise  and 
had  to  be  replaced  and  several  hundred  new  collars  also  had  to  be 
supplied*  The  guards  were  modified  with  parts  supplied  by  the  firm* 
The  whole  operation,  including  cost  of  labour,  was  carried  out  under 
giaarantee  at  no  cost  to  the  Council* 

The  Council’s  decision  early  in  the  year,  to  delegate  to  officers 
many  of  the  powers  which  previously  had  to  be  referred  to  Committees, 
greatly  eased  the  burden  of  administration  and  there  was  a noticeable 
drop  in  the  number  of  items  referred  to  the  Coirmiittee,  particularly 
regarding  the  service  of  statutory  and  other  notices* 
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The  failure  of  food  retailers  to  ensure  proper  rotation  of  stocks 
was  the  cause  of  many  of  the  food  complaints®  This  appears  to  arise  in 
the  main  because  retailers  do  not  understand  manufactur^ers codes  and  will 
not  code  the  goods  on  arri¥al  with  a code  which  staff  could  readily 
recognise  an,d  take  the  appropriate  action  on  seeing  outdated  stock®  It 
was  aro.azing  to  find  complaints  being  made  about  outdated  stock  when  the 
retailer  had  a turno¥er  of  only  6 to  9 of  the  particular  items  in  one 
week®  By  coincidence  one  item  remained  to  go  mouldy^  since  no  one  took 
the  trouble  to  ensure  old  stock  was  sold  before  new  stock® 

Fortunately  one  firm  did  decide  to  code  all  perishable  stock  and 
during  the  first  few  weeks  of  this  arrangement  were  able  to  show  that  an 
article  of  food  which  was  sold  in  mouldy  condition y had  been  deli¥ered 
to  the  retailer  on  the  previous  day  according  to  his  code®  Unfortunately^ 
no  prosecution  followed  as  the  complainant  was  unwilling  to  give  evidence 
in  court®  It  was  particularly  unfortimate  as  the  retailer  had  previously 
had  several  successful  prosecutions  recorded  against  him  for  the  sale  of 
mouldy  articles  of  food  and  this  was  the  first  occasion  on  which  he  was 
in  a position/' to  present  a good  defence®

Byelaws  for  the  control  of  swimming  pools  open  to  the  public  were 
introduced  in  I966  to  ensure  hygienic  conditions  in  the  one  swimming  pool 
(excluding  schools)  in  the  Borough®  I8  visits  were  made  and  30  tests 
carried  out  for  chlorine  content  an-d  pH  value  of  the  water®  The  attendant 
tested  the  pool  3 times  daily  for  chlorine  content  and  the  pH  value  of

77  complaints  were  made  to  the  department  regarding  insect  pests ^ 
including  cluster  flies ^ fleas ^ wood  lice  and  cockroaches  and  38  premises 
were  treat edo  In  other  cases  complainants  were  advised  on  treatment o 

In  addition  44  wasps’  nests  were  destroyed  by  the  rodent  operative 
including  36  on  private  land  for  which  a charge  was  madeo

The  Coimcll^  & decision  that  official  action  must  be  taken  on  every 
occasion  that  vehicles  were  aban.doned  meant  that  quite  an  amount  of 
correspondence  and  time  was  spent  dealing  with  the  20  vehicles  found® 
Two  were  removed  and  sold  by  the  local  authority  and  the  remainder 
removed  by  their  owners  or  by  Credit  Companies®  The  owner  of  a caravan 
was  fined  £20  and  £7  costs  for  abandoning  it  on  a field  overlooking  the 
sea® 


The  Council  provided  a weekly  household  refuse  collection^  a free 
bulky  household  refuse  collection  service 5,  a garden  refuse  collection 
service  at  a small  charge  and  permitted  free  use  of  the  Council "s  tip 
to  residents®  In  addition^  publicity  was  given  to  the  fines  which  could 
be  imposed  on  litter  dumpers  yet^  despite  all  this^  dumping  still

The  remarks  made  in  previous  years  still  apply  regarding  the  need  to 
require  all  premises  to  register  thus  giving  the  local  authority  a complete 
list  of  all  premises  within  their  area^  including  those  which  do  not  fall 
within  the  scope  of  the  Act 5 so  that  visits  could  he  made  from  time  to  time 
to  ascertain  if  there  had  been  any  chan.ge  which  brought  the  premises  within 
the  scope  of  the  Acto 


Under  the  Cornwall  County  Council  Act  197'Id  it  is  open  to  Local  Author- 
ities to  adopt  Section  65  which  makes  Sections  9 10  of  the  Offices 9 

Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act  applicable  to  premises  where  self-employed 
persons  are  engaged  in  any  industrial 9 commercial  or  distributive  practiceo 
This  would  mean  visiting  all  premi.ses  whether  registered  or  not  and  would 
achieve  the  desired  control  by  a roundabout  route 9 but  in  so  doings  self- 
employed  persons  would  virtually  be  told  to  provide  W®C®s  and  washing 
facilities  for  themselves 9 where  no  provision,  was  made 9 if  such  conddtions 
existo  One  would  presume  some  provision  would  be  made^  even  if  only  the 
nearest  public  convenience^  which  is  not  now  acceptable  under  the  Act  so 
far  as  employees  are  concerned©  I would  have  thought  that  in  normal  circum- 
stances a self-employed  person  could  be  relied  upon  to  mak,e  satisfactory 
provision  for  his  own  comfort©  Of  course^  in  food  premises  satisfactory 
washing  facilities  ,h.ave  to  be  provided  in  any  case  -under  other  legislation© 

It  is  also  felt  that  there  is  a need  to  review  certain  premises  which 
are  at  present  exempted  from  the  req'uirements  of  the  Act 9 although  staff 
are  employed9  eog©  some  clubs  etc©

WATER  SUPPLY 


The  water  supply  for  the  Borough  is  administered  by  the  South  Cornwall 
Water  Board# 

During  the  period  under  review  the  w^ater  supplied  to  the  Borough  has 
been  satisfactory  in  both  quantity  and  quality#  Th.e  40  bacteriological 
samples  taken  have  all  proved  to  be  satisfactory  and  no  form  of  contamin-* 
ation  has  been  found  within  the  system® 

Th.e  Board  does  not  add  fluoride  to  its  supplies  but  recent  analyses 
show  tha't  the  naturally  occurring  fluoride  content  in  the  water  supplied 
to  the  Borough  is  0®2  ppm# 

There  is  one  property  in  the  Borough  which  has  a private  water  supply 
and  does  not  receive  water  from  the  Board® s mains# 

Regular  flushing  is  carried  out  to  guard  against  discolouration 
build-up  but  should  this  occufj  particular  investigation  to  the  complaint 
is  given®

Two  other  items  of  planning  interest  were  the  advocation  of  an 
Article  4 Direction  Order  on  a large  area  of  fields  overlooking  the  sea 
and  the  relaxation  of  conditions  for  the  letting  of  holiday  flats  and 
chalets®  Tliese  are  now  available  for  use  the  whole  year  except  the 
period  from  the  1st  January  to  the  28th  February®

Decimalisation 

All  coin  locks  on  WeC«  doors  in  public  conveniences  were  removed  in 
October  1970 5 and  returned  to  the  manufacturers  who  renewed  old  parts  and 
added  the  necessary  modification  to  take  one  new  penny®  Unfortunately, 
the  small  new  coin  found  its  way  into  many  places  it  was  never  intended 
to  go  an,d  further  modifications  had  to  be  made  before  the  locks  were 
satisfactory* 

The  locks  and  new  towel  machines  were  installed  very  quickly  after 
D day  arul,  apart  from  the  difficulties  mentioned  above  and  vandalism, 
have  continued  to  function  reasonably  well® 
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REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 


Refuse  Collection 

A daily  early  morning*  kerbside  bin  collection  operates  in  the  town 
centre  whilst  the  rest  of  the  town,  using  sacks,  is  collected  weekly® 
Negotiations  were  completed  for  the  renewal  or  galvanising  of  the 
delaminated,  plastic  covered  sack  stands®  Work  went  on  steadily  and  was 
completed  by  the  end  of  the  suimer,  at  no  cost  to  the  Council® 

Three  refuse  collection  vehicles  are  in  regular  use  staffed  by  a 
driver  and  three  loaders®  Another  vehicle  is  kept  as  a ’^reserve”®  The 
total  mileage  covered  by  all  vehicles  was  13,4599  io  mechanical 

failures  and  for  the  purposes  of  inspection  said  maintenance  the  four 
vehicles  were  not  available  for  38  working  days,  of  these  7 days  were 
lost  awaiting  spare  parts  and  one  vehicle  was  at  Exeter  for  10  days 
having  the  power  press  adjusted  and  serviced®  Local  garages  again 
co-operated  by  maintaining  the  Saturday  morning  servicing  ensuring 
that  the  vehicles  were  always  available  on  weekdays® 

The  tirade  refuse  charge  remained  at  Ip  per  bin  removed® 

Ihe  free  monthly  collection  of  bulky  household  items  which  commenced 
in  April  1969?  was  very  successful  and  was  used  by  260  persons®  Despite 
the  popularity  of  the  service,  waste  land  was  still  used  for  the  disposal 
of  many  unv^anted  household  articles  and  refuse* 

The  garden  refuse  collection  service  at  per  sackful  was  used  by 
many  people  in  the  Borough  who  purchased  a total  of  1,403  sacks  for  this 
purpose® 

The  xise  of  plastic  sacks  continued  throughout  the  town  and  over 
500,000  were  used®  This  resulted  in  considerable  saving  over  the  price 
of  pax'Jer  sacks® 


Refuse  Disposal 

The  refuse  from  the  Boroughs  of  Penryn  and  PaJmcuth  is  disposed  of 
by  means  of  controlled  tipping  at  the  Council's  refuse  tip  at  Trescobeas® 

As  long  ago  as  196O  it  was  recognised  that  it  would  be  necessary  to 
find  a new  site  for  the  tipping  of  refuse  about  197 1*  Fortunately,  the 
tipped  refuse  has  compressed  to  a greater  density  than  was  calculated 
and  it  would  appear  that  the  refuse  tip  will  last  at  least  another  two 
years®  Several  attempts  have  been  made  since  I96O  to  find  other  sites 
for  the  use  of  the  Boroughs  of  Penryn  and  Falmouth  and  this  culminated 
in  an  attempt  being  made  to  interest  other  authorities  in  a joint  scheme 
for  the  provision  of  an  incinerator®  Unfortunately,  this  failed  to  get 
Ministry  support  and  it  was  decided  to  provide  a pulverisation  plant 
for  the  Boroughs  of  Penryn  and  Falmouth® 


29  -- 


Before  these  plans  could  be  finalised  however j the  Cornwall  County 
Council  called  all  local  authorities  in  the  area  to  a group  meeting  on  the 
general  situation®  It  appeared  that  a large  site  was  likely  to  be  available 
to  several  authorities  about  seven  miles  distant  from  Falmouth  so  the 
pulverisation  scheme  was  temporarily  shelved©  Unfortunately^  like  the 
previous  eight  sites  considered,  this  too  had  to  be  abandoned,  but  another 
was  found  some  nine  miles  away®  This  site  ran  into  difficulties  because  of 
raining  interests  and  a multiplicity  of  owners  so  when  another  site  was 
offered  by  the  owier  to  Penryn.  and  Falmouth  only  five  miles  away,  planning 
permission  was  applied  for®  However,  there  was  a great  deal  of  opposition 
to  the  site  being  used  for  the  tipping  of  refuse  an.d  this  was  made  apparent 
at  a local  meeting® 

The  matter  has  been  left  in  abeyance  since  the  mining  interests, 
mentioned  above,  offered  to  relinquish  a piece  of  land,  on  the  site  nine 
miles  away,  for  the  use  of  local  authorities  and  further  meetings  are 
scheduled  to  discuss  this  new  development®
